The a of Chicagoans who reg- 
istered under the selective service act 
yesterday—men who have reached 21 
years of age in the last year—was 
fixed last night at approximately 
18,000. | 

Advance estimates of the registra- 
tion were that the total would be 
somewhere between 30,000 and 35,000. 
These figures were in conformity with 
the estimate of Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral Crowder that the new registra- 
tion throughout the country would be 
about 10.5 per cent of the registration 
of June 5, 1917. At that time 315,000 
Chicagoans were listed. 

‘Chicago had 120 places where its 
youth registered. In 112 of these 
17,054 young men enrolled. This num- 
ber, it is expected, will be increased to 
some extent by mail registrations. 

Failed to Estimate Patriotism. 

For a moment, therefore, the figure 
of 18,000 was something of a shock, but 
the first thought when an explanation 
was sought was that proper allowance

The decision displeases people whose attention is 
fixed upon the evil the law was designed to rem- 
edy. it pleases people who. found in the method 
of remedy a cause for apprehension. | 

Reference is mae to the older decision of the 
court uphoiding the law suppressing the Louisiana 
lottery by prohibiting the shipment of tickets, cir- 
culars, and other matter, by means of which ship- 
ment the lottery lived. 

A difference between the two cases, de it 
is essential or not to the theory of federal regula- 
tion of state practices and habits, is found in the 
fact that Louisiana was corrupting the morals of 
the other states and its lottery could not exist un- 
jess it did so corrupt the other states. 

It may be argued that a state employing child 
labor permits a cheap production which makes its 
competition unfair against a state not allowing 
this. There are regions of argument and Paine. 
tions which are unprofitably entered. : 

The method of federal regulation by indirection 

was bad in the beginning and remains bad. As an 
expedient in the lottery case At was not straight- 
forward as an exercise of federal police power 
would have been. It was used as an expedient, 
and a plausible one, and the tendency has been 
growing to use the interstate commerce act for 
federal regulation of states in a fashion which is 
contrary to our system of government. | 

As federal regulation is extended by necessity it 
ought to be extended directly and straightfor- 
Wardly. Many state functions retard natfonaliza- 
tion. Others are valuable to it. The process of 
ruling the states from Washington must be deter- 
mined—if determined—wisely, not by the evasive | 
use of laws not intended for the purpose to which 
they are put. 

Child labor is an evil. But more b eerupulous at- 
tention must be given to the method of dealing 
with problems. Otherwise the method will develop 
a new set of evils itself.

THE WHEAT RUST MENACE Is 


HERE... 
Anspoction by the department of agriculture has 
shown ‘widespread infection of common or tall 
barberry in northern Illinois, especially on the 
north shore, 

In this region the common parberry has been 
used with unfortunate freedom for ornamentation 
and there is a natural reluctance to sacrifice these 
shrubs. This reluctance has been encouraged by 
the frequent statement that it is not necessary to 
destroy the shrub until it has become infected. 
This is sound in theory and unsound in practice. 
As long as the common barberry exists it will be 
focus of infection, and most landholders will not 
watch for the infection. There is only one way to 


do rid of the evil the common barberry spreads, and 
that is to do away with this shrub. 


The federal inspectors report that there is heavy 
infection throughout northern Illinois. About 90 
per cent,of the bushes inspected were found to be 


diseased. This creates a very serious mefiace to 
our wheat crop, which is certain to be injured by 


black stem rust if the diseased barberries are not 
eradicated at once. In 1916 this rust reduced the 
wheat yield by 2,000,000 bushels. It also damages 
oats, rye, and barley.

The manufacturers aim 
to take 250 pints of milk, add 40 pounds 
of sugar and then to evaporate the mix- 
ture down to 100 pints.

In other words if she 
was using ten ounces of milk and four- 
teen ounces of water, she must use four 
ounces of sweetened condensed milk and 
about twenty ounces of water. This will 
give her a mixture containing about the 
proper proportion of protein, fat and 
salts, but it will be far too rich in sugar. 
What she will probably do is to lessen 
the amount of condensed milk used and

is an old Ba It has been known because of war conditions. 


and treated by physicians for years 
as “railroad spine.” It is usually 
nothing but the development of dor- 
mant disease or hereditary weaknesses 
induced by the concussion of a shell 
bursting nearby. 

Such was the explanation of shell 
shock made yesterday afternoon by 
Dr. Elmer E. Southard, alienist, of Bos- 
ton at the Hotel La Salle before the 
convention of the association, of which 
he was elected president during the day. 

Over 70 per cent of shell shock cases 
are physical weaknesses, nervous dis- 
eases, or mental disorders which have 
been unnoticed until the derangement 
of the nervous system by the concus- 
sion brings the weakness to the sur- 
face or makes the disease active, he 
declared.

“The weaknesses or diseases may be 
of many sorts.

The Alschuler 
ruling applied to the Armour, Morris, 
Swift, Wilson, and Cudahy companies. 
The award gave a basic eight hour day, 
with overtime ranging from time and a 
quarter to time and a half, and a wage 
increase ranging from 40 to 50 per cent, 
according to the skill involved. 

Men Engaged in Strike. 
The men involved in the strike are 
chiefly those occupied in transporting 
cattle about the yards, from the rail- 
way chutes to the slaughter pens, 
weigh men, counters, feeders, water 
tenders, and yarders, as well as the 
men who keep the pens and streets 
clean. | :
